VIKING FARMER HELD HERE 
ON MURDER COUNT

Viking, July 21.—With Alberta Pro- 
,;Viclal.Police Constable Miller of Vik- 
ing continuing his investigations, the 
inquest on the. body of Steve -Khaut, 
strychnine. poisoning victim of Bruce, 
Alta., Thursday afternoon: was open- 
ed at Viking Friday afternoon: and 
Mike Loda,:held 
‘on a. charge, of. murdering. Khaut,: will 
be brought ‘to ‘Edmonton and held in 
the Alberta Provincial police barracks 
here until the inquest. 
| Khaut was poisoned when he drank 
some moonshine .while working on: 
the road near Bruce. On his deathbed 
Khaut said that the liquor tasted 
‘peculiar but believed that the heat of 
the sun had spoiled its flavor. He 
died at Bruce after he raced his 
horses into town to get aid, after be- 
‘coming yiolently ill. 

Constable Miller and Coroner Dr. 
Little immediately went to Bruce ‘and 
as a result of their investigations: 
Loda was arrested within a few hours 
of the death of Khaut. Local police 
-headquarters still have but a meagre 
report on the case, 


PoC, Peterson Writes 
Another Interesting Letter 


In our last letter we described the 


‘last part of our journey to Los An- 


geles, and described the -city of Los 
Angeles, and, as we promised, we will 
now tell you about our trip to Santa 
Monica and to San Diego, which is 
situated about 12 miles from the 
Mexican border, Santa Monica being 
the terminus of the Santa Fe Railway. 
We met Mr. Woods, the pop corn man 
who was-formerly at Wetaskiwin, al- 
so a Mr. Bruce who kept a second 
hand store at Wetaskiwin, and last, 
~but not least, we met Mr. W. G. Stow- 
ell of the -Lewisville district. Santa 
Monica being a seaport, makes it a 
very lively town and a good place to 
spend your money, for all kinds ‘of 
amusement is provided for. In driv- 
ing back to Los Angeles’ we drove 
through Hollywood and incidentally 
saw a theatre which cost only $5 for 
one entertainment. In going to San 
Diego, we passed through Long 
Beach, a city of some 39,000 inhabit- 
ants, and took an inland route down, 


which took us through a great many, 


places, and*each. locality seemed to 
be adapted for different fruits, such as 
lemons, oranges, grape fruit, walnuts, 
prunes, grapes, figs, olives and vege- 
Our daughter Lottie and her 
little girl accompanied us. The first 
night we camped near Es Condido, ar- 
riving in San Diego May 15th, about 
noon, had our lunch and drove on to 
Mexico, but not being. American citi- 
zens they would let us into Mexico, 
but would not let us out again until 
they had corresponded with Sweet- 
grass, Mont., or Washington, D.C., to 
find out whether we entered the U.S. 
legally, so wey decided nots: @ t r:|!

oldest ironclad. sailing ship, the Star 
of India, which was built round sbort 
1860, and had been used as a slave 
ship, also in trade with Alaska as a 
freighter.

Going back, we. took the ocean route 
up to Long Beach. Here we met our 
old friend Ed. Volkens, and needless 
to say, he was very glad to see us.

ing places: Santa Anna, Annaheim, 
Huntington Beach, Laguna Beach, 
and to the Pike. -He also took us to 
the immense oil fields, where the oil 
derricks stood as thick as forest trees, 
in fact from a distance you would 
think it was a forest, for there is not 
hundreds of them, but thousands.

this fall, according to estimates sub- 
mitted at a conference in the city 
yesterday between the Canadian Pas- 
senger Association and representa- 
tives: of the prairie provinces, the 
employment and Immigration Depart- 
ments, and the tity council and farm 
organizations. 

Manitoba will require 12,000 harvest 
hands of which 6,000 will be obtained 
locally, while the requirements of 
Saskatchewan weré placed at 40,000 


‘and of Alberta at 23,000. 


Of the total, 25,000 hands will be 
obtained in the west, 6,000 from 
British Columbia and 44,000 from 
BHastern Canada, 

The first harvester special train will 
arrive here about August 13 from 
Eastern Canada, while the-coast con- 
tingent from Vancouver will com- 
mence to move about August 8. 

A new departure this year may be 
that harvester rates may be granted 
to persons in Winnipeg and other 
Manitoba points who may want to go 
to various districts of the province to 
work in the fields. 


CONFRONTED WITH RIFLE 
MURDERER. BREAKS DOWN 


Confronted with the rifle which was 
used in the slayings, Vernon Booher, 
20, Sunday afternoon broke down and 
confessed to the murder of his moth- 
er, Mrs. Eunice Booher, his brother 
Fred, 24, and Gabriel Goromby and 
Wasyl Roszyk, at the Booher home, 
near Manville, Alta., on July 9 last. 
Announcement of the confession was 
made ‘Tuesday morning by Commis- 
sioner W. Bryan, head of the Alberta 
Provincial Police: force. 

Booher earlier in the day had ask- 
ed for Detective Sergt. Frank Lesley, 
who has been conducting investiga- 
tions into the case, and when Lesley 
arrived the boy confessed to the slay- 
ings. 

Edmonton, July 20.—Vernon Booher 
20, held at the slayer of his mother, 
Mrs. Eunice Booher, his brother Fred 
and two hired men, Gabriel Goromby 
and Wasyl Rosky at the Booher farm, 
north of Mannville, on July 9, was 
committed for trial by Police Magis- 
trate Pilkie,. Wednesday afternoon. 
Evidence at the preliminary hearing 
was much the same as given at the 


‘inquest held Tuesday evening. 


Mr. and Mrs. Nels Erickson, whose 
farm is between the Booher home and 
the C. E. Stevenson home, testified 
that on Sunday morning, the day be- 
fore the murder, they saw Vernon rid- 
ing toward the Stevenson home on a 
black horse. The police officers at the 
trial in Edmonton will attempt to es- 
tablish that Vernon went to the Ste- 
venson. home and stole a .303 BritYsh 
army rifle and a box of shells on the 
Sunday morning.

The woman, Rose Littlewood, 
was placed on a special train and 
brought to Prince Albert where she 
underwent an operation which saved 
her life.

Alberta Premier Praises 
Wheat Pool Marking System 


Berkeley, Calif., July 21.—An in- 
sight into the great co-operative sys- 
tem of Canadian grain marketing was 
given to delegates to the fourth an- 
nual session of the American Institute 
of Co-operation here, by Hon. James 
E. Brownlee, premier of Alberta. 

“The pooling idea in marketing farm 
products,” he said, “has become deep- 
ly rooted in Canada and centralized 
marketing must be considered as a 
permanent part of the Dominion’s in- 
stitutions. It is anticipated that our 
central selling agencies, on behalf of 
our provincial pools this season, will 
have approximately 210,000,000 bush- 
els of grain.” _ 

Telling of the history of the co- 
operatives, Brownlee said that ‘Dur- 
ing the five years of operation, Cana- 
dian wheat pools have marketed ap- 
proximately 700,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, as well as 75,000,000 bushels of 
coarse grains, representing in all, a 
total gross turnover of one billion dol- 
lars. Premier Brownlee said the pool- 
ing idea was spreading in Canada from 
the grain group to the marketing of 
livestock and dairy products, and that

Due Bills 

We kept due bill books which were 
similar to check books. When one 
of our customers brought their pro- 
duce to us and wished to purchase 
boots, dry goods, or other Hines that 
we did not carry, instead of paying out 
cash we would give a due bill on the 
merchant which they wished to do 
business with and he would accept {t 
like a check, these merchants also 
gave due bills to their customer's on 
our store. These due bills were 
usually balanced every two months, 
and the merchant having the largest 
amount In due bills was paid the bal- 
ance in cash by the store which owed 
it to him, less 12144% which was the 
profit on the trade. 

Proud of Our Custcmers 

We were proud of our prosperous 
appearing customers when they drove 
up to the store with a beautiful span 
of horses, silver mounted harness and 
a bright red bob sleigh 
bear and buffalo robes.

SIXTH FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT 


(Issued by Department of Agricul- 
ture, Government of Alberta, Ed- 
monoton, July 21st, 1928). 
Seventy-five to eighty per cent of 

the wheat crop throughout the prov- 

ince is in head and all grain crops 
continue to make rapid growth, ac- 
cording to telegraphic reports re- 
ceived by the Department of Asricul- 
ture on Friday for the sixth fortnizht- 
ly crop report of the season. ' 
Practically all sections of the prov- 
ince have benefited from intermittent 
showers during the past two weeks 
and moisture conditions are generally 
reported as highly satisfactory. Only 
in very few districts have low lying 
lands suffered from the rainfall which 
has been well in excess of the aver:

age for July. Hot, dry weather would 
be beneficial now in some sections 
where early-sown wheat is approach- 
ing the filling stage. Oats and barley 
are making vigorous growth and these 
crops on early land are starting to 
head. 

Conditions continue ideal for break- 
ing,.and particularly through the cen- 
tral and‘northern sections of the prov- 
ince large areas of new landare being 
cleared and brought under cultivation 
in readiness for next year’s crop. In 
some localities summerfallowing has 
been hampered to some extent by the 
excessive moisture in the soil, and 
‘the same difficulty is reported in con- 
nection with the cultivation of the 
beet crop in the south. 

Haying is well advanced in south- 
ern sections. .A good crop of alfalfa 
and other cultivated hays is being cut 
and continued dry weather is essen- 
tial to ensure proper curing. 

Some hail damage to crop is re- 
Ported but this is confined to very 
limited areas. Crops this season have 
been particularly free from insect and 
disease injury. . 

With prospects of a very dattetie: 
tory crop, harvesting is expected to 


-Start a few days earlier than in 1927 in 


the} Peace River country where the 
grain-acreage is considerably in ex- 


-cess of that of last year, and harvest 


throughout the province will com- 
mence about the third week in August. 


WE ALL SCREAM FOR ICE CREAM 


Winnipeg, Man., July 23.—Cafa- 
dians are fond of ice cream. Official 
figures recently issued at Ottawa show 
the annual consumption in Canada is 
6,897,810 gallons or equal to 413,868,- 
600 ice cream cones. The annual per 
capita consumption of ice cream based 
on the 1927 population amounts ‘to 
about 43 cones per person. The people 
of the United States are some better, 
with an annual per capita consump- 
tion of nearly 180 cones. 


OLD DOBBIN STILL POPULAR 


Winnipeg, Man., July 24.—Notwith- 
standing the fact that the production 
of motor cars in many countries of 


‘| the world increases every year, the 


horse continues to be in demand in 
Canada, and horse breeding is still 
an indystry of considerable propor- 
tions in the Dominion. A recent cen- 
sus shows thére were 3,421,837 horses

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AVERAGE INCOME OF ALBERTA 
FARMS WAS $4,300 LAST YEAR 


In a press interview a few days ago, 
Hon. George Hoadley, Minister of Ag- 
riculture in the Alberta Government, 
stated that 77,000 farmers had pro- 
duced last year crops valued at $330,- 
000,000, an average income of over 
$4,300 per farm. This result was ac- 
complished, he pointed out, on Al- 
berta farm lands of an average value 
of $26 per acre, as compared with 
lands in Iowa—a fruitful source of 
Canadian agricultural immigration— 
where land values average $227.09 per 
acre, or even Minnesota, where aver- 
age values are $109.23, exclusive of 
the additional handicap of higher tax- 
ation. These figures, Mr. Hoadley! 
added, were also applicable to the 
whole of Western Canada.
